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Nisqually and Cowlitz Claim of the 
Hudson Bay Company. — Boundary 
Iiine etc. 

The annual message of Gov. McGill was 
delivered at the opening of the Legislature 
at Olympia, on Dec. 3rd. It is a very able 
.and interesting document. Below will be 
found the chief topics of interest to our 
leaders. In relation to the rights of the 
Hudson Bay Company in the Territory, the 
message says : — 

The possessory rights confirmed to the 
Hudson Bav Company in this Territory by 
the third article of the Treaty of 1846, be 
<j»me extinct upon the expiration of the 
Company's charter in May, 1859. It has 
been decided that these rights were merely 
a license to the Company to trade, and did 
not convey title to the soil. No decision has 
yet been rendered on the claims of the Puget 
Sound Agricultural Company, but there are 
* Strong grounds for the belief that they will 
be found to have no better foundation than 
those of the Hudson Bay Company and that 
both Companies are, in fad, but one and the 
earne. From a report made by the Surveyor 
General to the General Land Office, under 
slate of December 8th, 1859, it appears that 
this Company has no charter, nor does it 
exhibit any original donation of title, either 
from the British Crown or the aborigine.- ; 
ami the Surveyor General decides that tl e 
Company has shown no color of title to the 
lands claimed, other than occupancy of nil 
indefinite portion of them. The claims of 
the Company are known as the Nisqually 
and Cowlitz Farms, the former containing 
o io hundred and sixty- la e . I toman I acref, 
of which about eighty thousand are prairie 
or oak openings, and the latter three thous- 
and six hundred acres of highly arable land. 
The bottoms ou the Nisqually are very fer- 
tile • and the town of Steilacoom and the 
United Stales Fort Steilacoom are upon the 
Nisqually claim. Thereare now about three 
hundred American settlers having farms in 
steady process of improvement upon the 
Nisqually nlaim,and it is of great importance 
therelore (hat an early decision be rendered 
as to the rights of this Company under the 
Treaty. 

The boundaay question, San Juan in- 
cluded, is thus treated by Gov. McGill: 
< The joint commission for marking tho 
boundary between this Territory and the 
British Possessions is still in existence, but 
[ am not informed of the progress made in 
the work during the past year. From a re- 
port of the United States Commissioner, 
dated December .'il, 185!l, it appears that at 
that date the survey had been carried east- 
ward as far as the Columbia river, and that 
it would be extended during tho past sea- 
sou to tho Rocky Mountains, Upon the 
question of title to the Island of San Juan, I 
nm not advised that any definite action has 
yet been had. No doubt, however, is en- 
tertained by tho government of the United 
States as to the validity of our title; and 
itho measures adopted to prevent any con- 
victs on tho disputed grounds, pending tho 
negotiations between the two governments, 
lhavo mot tho cordial co operation of tho citi- 
zens of this Territory. 

The importance of a Consul, or Commer- 
cial Agent of tho United Statos being ap- 
pointed to this placo is urged upon tho Lo- 
gisla'ure. Tho mossago says : 

It may not bo inappropriate in this placo, 
to call tho attention of tho Legislature, and 
through it that of tho general government, 
to the urgont riooossity for the appointment 
of a United Statos Coneul or Commercial 
Agont for Vancouver Island and British Co- 
»' lumbia. A large number of American citi- 
zens aru engigetl in mercantile pursuits in 
Viotoria. also at Fort Iiopo and othor towns 
on Print river, and tho mining population 



in the latter vicinity, and at Rock Creek, is 
largely American. The interests of our 
countrymen resident at these places, as well 
as of those visiting the British Possessions 
for purposes of trade and commerce, require 
the presence there of a representative of our 
government. 

Smuggling across the boundary line west 
of the Cascades, appears to have two sides. 
We have been in the habit of complaining 
against the contraband trade from Washing- 
ton and Oregon in supplying Rock Creek and 
the northern mines; but it appears Gov. 
McGill is afraid the revenue of the Federal 
Government will be defrauded ; so he urges 
upon the Federal Government the necessity 
of stationing a revenue officer on the boun- 
dary line, near Colville. 

Letter From Rook Creek. 

The Portland Daily Advertiser of Dec. 
Gth contains the following interesting letter 
from Rock Creek, written by a former resi- 
dent of Portland : 

Ton as c ut vi 1. 1. e, B. C, Nov. Gth. 

Dear Friend. — I have made several 
attempts togive a description of this country, 
but have failed, as every letter had to be 
written like this one— by a camp-fire with 
my carpet-bag resting on my knoe,to answer 
in place of a desk. Don't accuse me of 
misrepresenting this country, after hearing 
the reports of others, when I say this is a 
gooil country — a mining country No one can 
'coming here and remaining but a week or so 
form a correct idea of it. These mines were 
first prospected I think last June, and are 
not yet fully developed. In fact there are 
but one or two claims on the Creek in good 
shape for mining, but there are none but 
what are paying from five to ten dollars a 
day to the man. One claim on which seven 
or eight men are employed, pays, I am told, 
from three to four hundred dollars per day. 
Three men on another claim have taken 
out S2,o0() in about six weeks labor; they 
have as yet only taken oil the top dirt, and 
it is supposed the bed rock will prove very 
rich. All the claims pay ivell, and I hoar 
no complaints except from those who are 
too lazy to work. 

The country has not been thoroughly 
prospected — new gold discoveries are being 
made all around. It has been said there is 
no quartz in this section, but this is a mis- 
take. There is any quantity ill the back 
hilly country which is not seen by those who 
pass along the trail, and no doubt much of 
it is gold-bearing. If we had a lot of old 
California miners here I am certain we 
cmild send you a better report than any yon 
receive at present. 

The weather is not as severe as many an- 
ticipated ; miners are still at work and ex- 
pect to continue several weeks yet. Ice 
formed one morning about hall an inch in 
thickness, and yesterday the snow loll about 
half an inch in depth but soon melted 
away. 

The reports about the British Tax Com* 
missieners have been exaggerated. They 
have not charged a miner mty duty upon 
his supplies as yet. Merchants aw taxed, 
and miners of course pay a per rentage on 
their claims. Their course has been 
liberal. 

I have given, as far as possible, a plain 
statement of facts. I do not wish to mis- 
lead any one. Those who come to the 
mines must expect to labor in earnest- 
work hard— and porseveranca will be ccr- 
tain to meet with success.

School Ijanfls. 

It is Btateii . apparently on good authority, 
that the Homo Government has consontod 
to a reduction in the price of land to one 
dollar, or four shilling and two pence ster- 
ling an acta. If such tw so, and we have no 
reason to believe to itt<; contrary, Major 
Foster's exertions to ipprove tho land sys- 
tem has been crowned with success. A 
pre-emption law is also on tho tapis as a 
government measure intended to carry into 
effect the happy results of the Foster reso- 
lution. The advantages of a liberal pre. 
eruption system, surrounded with proper 
guards against speculators taking up all tho 
agricultural lands in advance of the actual 
settler, cannot but produce the most happy 
results. Wo want a definite system, a sys- 
tem under which the people may ask for 
land as 3 right and not as- a favor. Hitherto 
a feeling has gained currency that the Land 
Office is inclined to be very rel jctant in 
furnishing rnformHtion respecting tho sold 
and unsold lands. Whethei true or untrue, 
If a new land system is to be adopted, wo 
trust such regulations will be framed for 
the government of the departmeut, as will 
allow everybody— settlers, speculators, and 
the inquisitive — to obtain every information 
respecting the land sales of the colony, 
which it is the power of the department to 
give. The more information disseminated 
abroad, the better for the country. 

There is another question — and a very 
important one indeed — we mean education. 
Schools should not be lost sight of when a 
system is uuder consideration relative to the 
disposal of tho public lauds. At present our 
school system is very defective. There are 
only three public schools in the Colony sup- 
ported by governmental aid. Nanaimo, Vic- 
toria, and Craigflower, have one each. Wu 
have a numbei of private schools in the 
city; but they have never yet had any aid 
from the government, and it is certainly no! 
our object to advocate govern mental support 
for sectarian schools. What WO wisli to see 
established is a common school system 
where a sound elementary education may be 
placed within the reach of the poor man's 
children, and where a moral bias may be 
given to the youthful mind, and denomina- 
tional dogmas be ignored. Wo have quite 
.» number of new districts springing up ; 
Barclay Sound, Booke, Salt Spring Island, 
Saantch, Lake, Esquimau lown, and Met- 
ohosin.will soon require llieaid ofthe school- 
master. If those districts art; to depend 
on purely local encouragement and support, 
s»e> fear that a very infnriof class of toichers 
-ivill be leonced, and consequently the rising 
generation-Jthe future rulers ofthe Colony— 
will not be as well trained by intellectual 
cullure for tho duties ofthe future as they 
OUght lobe. It is therefore a duly inenmb- 
ent'on the legislature to see that our public 
schools nr.. largely endowed from the public 

lands. 

Whilst not an ittoh of the public lands 
should he given to any religions body, wo 
trust that the new land system will make it 
imperative in tho Surveyor General to make 
extensive reserves lor school purposes ill 
every lowwhip. VVo do not want the 
school endowment left toohencojor even 

to the caprice of the Surveyor ; but tho Act 
calling lot the survey .should definitely 
Itate What sections are to be reserved. 

We aie sorry to say that the only school 
reserve in the colony is ten acres atolind 
Victoria School, while snmo twenty acres 
are now devutud to religions uses and are 
known »•» tho Church lte.10.vu. Had school 
reserves been made in ll"> present settled 

districts, ihoy wbujd have furnished a re- 
venue amply •ufflolent loauppoit tho pub- 
lic schools now dependent on ^vernmentel 
aid. being WBIOod, themforo, by past er- 
rors, we trust that in every new district ex- 
tensive reserves will bo made lor public 

school*. i

Calamity at Sea— Capsizing of the Bark- 
entine Floreucia and Loss of Four 
Lives, 

Captain Barrett Lennard arrived yester- 
day morning, from a trip around the Island, 
in his pleasure-yacht, bringing the sad in- 
telligence of the capsizing of the Peruvian 
brig Floreucia, and the loss of four lives. 
The lost are : J. P. do Echiandeia, captain of 
the vessel ; Lazario de Lamais, supercargo 
and owner; Dr. T. B. Baillie, one of our 
oldest and most esteemed iesMlnnts ; and 
the cook of the vessel, name unknown. 

Captain Lennard informs us that on Sun- 
day, November 25th, he saw the Floren- 
cia at anchor off Escalanle Point, near Noot- 
ka Sound, which harbor he had just left in 
his yacht, with the intention of proceeding 
southward. He tried to make the vessel 
with- bis yacht, but was unable to do so, 
owing to head winds and a strong tide. The 
next morning, the brig was seen coming in, 
undera fore-topsail and staysail ; and having 
boarded her, Captain L, l-arned that she 
had been thrown upon her beam-ends dur- 
ing a heavy gale on the night of Nov. I2lh, 
d, as before stated, four lives were lost. 
The second mate was in charge ofthe vessel, 
and had only four men left to assist him in 
navigating, and they were almost perished 
for want of fire and food'. For two weeks 
they had lived by distilling salt water, all 
their casks having been washed overboard 
at the time of her going on her beam-ends. 
Captain Lennard relieved their necessities as 
far as lay in his power, by s-uniJing bread 
and other articles aboard. The next day, 
the crew, with the assistance of Indians, 
went to work at the pumps, and soon suc- 
ceeded ir> pumping the vessel dry. When tho 
yacht left the crew were well supp-lieiJ with 
fish, and had picked up a barrel of beef, 
but had neither bread nor (lour. 

A letter from the second mate, to Messrs. 
Jariion & Groeu, states that the vessel en- 
countered tho gale fifty miles south of Cape 
Flattery, during which she was thrown on 
her beam-ends. She remained in that con- 
dition for about two hours and-a-lialf, when 
she righted, ami it was discovered that the 
four lives were lost, ami her spars and 
the greater portion of her ringing carried 
away. The ves-el was then completely 
water-Io_'ged,and drifted probably as far north 
as Woody Point, above N.iotka Sound, and 
finally, as stated by Captain Lennaul, reach- 
ed the Sound without further damage. 

Tho (irst mate had left the Floraiioia 
se\eral days before she arrived al i\\.otka> 
with the intention of sending his ship- 
wrecked comoanions relief from an Indian 
vi'lage; but had not returned up to the 
time of Capt. Lennard uniting. 

The vessel remains at the Sum I, with 
the hull entirely uninjured, and thtfre U no 
doubt if assistance be sent down immedi- 
ately, she cm he easily bmuuht to this port. 

Dr. Baillie, (who wns »n lu- wa> Cai- 
Ian, Peru) leaves a wife, seventl eliild- 
ren, and a large circle of WoiiiN i" mourn 
his loss ; and upon the reception of the sad 
news yesterday morning, the St. Andrew's 
Society flag and the uolors nf the various 
engine companies were placed ,,t half-masl 

in respect to his m try. Captain de Sicilian- 

deia and Senor de Lamais, hud made many ! 
acquaintances daring their short stay here, 
and were highly respected by nil with whom 
they came in contact. 

Dr. Baillie was aged 58 years, and was a 
native of Lanarkshire, Scotland, and was 
tho onlv surviving sou of (Jen. Baillie. 

The Florenoin left th.; sawmill at Utsal- 
lnily, W, 'I'., on or about (he 8th oi Nov. 
loaded with lumber for Callao, Peru. Shu 
was nearly new, and was considered a 
staunch vessel. 

Captain Lennard informs us that the In- 
dians report two other vessels as having 
been lost— one to the eastward and another 
to the westward of port San Juan One of 
these vessels, the natives said, had no crew 
on board, when fho came on shore, and of 
the other they could give no particulars, 

APFMOaTiON rOH aii>. — Application was 
yesterday made by Messrs. .J union &; Green 
upon the Governor, that a gun-boat might 
be dispatched with assistance lo the crow of 
the Peruvian hark Floruucin, now lying dis- 
abled at Nootka Sound. His Excellency 
granted the request, and dispatched a letter 
to tho officer in charge nt Esquimalt; when, 
Unfortunately, it was found that one of the I 

vessels bad been beached lor some slight' 

repairs, and that tho Other hail been dis- 
patched lo San Juan. Thorn was some tnlk 
yeslonlayol sending the Plumper clown; 
and she nay bo ordered to leave lor that 
point to day. 

— Our harbor is entirely hare ol 
shipping, and pilots, wharfingers nnd 'long- 
Shoremen pace the streets for want of some- 
thine; butler lo do ; nnd unless several ves- 
sels now on lh» way from Sun FrMClgQO 
arrive shortly, our merchant* will have I" 
follow lull, U the demand from above for 
Hoods ail slightly clourod the market.

Wager of Battle.— This method of de- 
termining the guilt or innocence of an ac- 
cused person was recognized by tho com- 
mon law of England for many contunes. 
When a legal tribunal failed to convict the 
accused, the nearest of kin woa allowed to 
challenge him to wager of battle, upon the 
belief that God would there defend the right. 
If the accused was killed, it was held to be 
a proof of his guilt; if otherwise, it was a 
proof thut lie was innocent. A ease ot this 
kind occurred in 1817, which caused the 
Parliament to put an end to it. I remember 
it well. A young Woman was murdered by 
a man in a wood. He was tried at the Old 
Bailey and acquitted. Her brother chal- 
lenged the murderer to battle with swords. 
They were lo fight until the first star ap- 
peared, and he who should first "craven" 
was held to be execrable. The man was 
kept in Newgale until Parliament altered 
the law.— London City P ress. 

— We mice knew an 
old man who believed that " what was to b« 
would be." He lived in Missouri, and was 
one day going out several miles through a 
region infested by very savage Indians. He 
always look his gun with him, but this time 
found that some of the family had it out. As 
he would not go without it, some of his 
friends tantalized him by saying there was 
no danger of the Indians : that lie would not 
die until his time had come, anyhow 
*' Yes," said the old fellow, "but suppose I 
was lo meet an Indian, and his '.ime had 
come, it wouldn't do, nohow, not to have my 
gun." ,
